HOUSING-:  The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  District  is  satisfactory 
though  there  are  several  old  properties  in  the  Digmoor,  Alma  Hill,  Tithebarn 
Street,  Holland  Moor  and  Tawd  Bridge  areas  which  will  have  to  be  considered 
for  demolition  when  the  general  housing  position  oases.  In  common  with  other 
districts,  the  demand  for  houses  if  very  strong  and  there  is  severe  overcrowding 
in  the  area.  The  Council  have  executed  site  works  for  100  Council  houses  and 
work  on  the  first  20  has  commenced,

The  smaller  Works  in 
the  West  End  of  the  District  have  been  functioning  as  satisfactorily  as  is 
possible,  bearing  in  mind  the  type  of  Works.  Provision  of  further  sewage 
disposal  plant  is  necessary  for  some  parts  of  the  area.
